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INTRODUCTION 

Use these instructions to get a quick start with Disc is Books, 
The following in^iructions assume that you are already TamUiar with your 
CDTV™, If you have any quesiioiis about your CDTV, refer to the 
mail LI a I that came with your hard ware. 

With Disci s Books you have nothing to fear because you can not break 
anything or lose the mformation. However, do bear the to I lowing things 
in mind: 

• Avoid touching or scratching the surface of the disc 

• Never place a disc in the CDTV player without a Cciddy 

• Store the disc in a caddy or in its plastic box whenever possible 

• The sound from a Disc is Book is at its best when played through 
stereo speakers. 



FOUR STEPS TO GETTING STARTED 
1 Turn on your CDTV. 

2. Turn on your TV. 

3, Place the Discis Books CD-ROM disc iti the caddy. 



4 Insert tfie caddj in the TV. 

Place the shurtci end in first, with the disc label facing tip. The Disc is 
Book on the CD- ROM will open automaticaJly, You will see the 
Disc is logo for a few seconds until the Disci s Book opens.

TWO BASIC PRINCIPLES 

Using a Discis Book h easy; there are just two basic principles: 

1. You can click on words, pictures, page corners and sentence 
speakers to make something happen. 

For example, you can click on any word or picture eletnent to he^ir a 
pronunciation. 

2> You can also double -click, or press and hold on words^, plctureSj 
page corners and sentence speakers to make different things 
happen. 

For example, you can double-click on a sentence speaker to hear one 
sentence read, or you can prei>s and hold on any word to hear a 
pronunciation followed by an iiKoiitext explanation. 



When you first use a Discis Book it will be set to the Disci^ EtefauU 

Settings. These default settings are listed below. To customize the book 
to meet the specific needs of your child(ren) use the customize screen. By 
using the customize screen you can easily change the default settings and 
save your own new settings. See Customize Screen (p6). 
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BUTTON FUNCTIONS 



On the CDT V Remote Controller 

Arrow Buttons - Use these buttons to move the pointer to the itetn in the 
Disci s Book you want to click on. 

"A" Button - Once you have positioned the pointer at an object or word 
using the arrow buttons, use the "A" button to click, double-click or press 
and hold, 

"B" Button - Use to enter and exit the customize screen. 

All current activity in the Discis Book, for example, the narration or 
background music, must be stopped before entering the cui^tomize screen. 
When you exit the customize screen using the "B" button it is equivalent 
to clicking on "cancel", and therefore any changed settings will not be 
saved. To save your custom settings, see the Enter Button (p9). 

The Customize Screen - The Disc is customize" screen allows you to 
individualize the book for each reader's specific needs. Use this screen to 
change what happens when you click, double -click, or press and hold on 
words, pictures, sentence speakers and page comers. Discis; presets these 
settings to the Discis Defaults shown on page 5, but they are easy to 
change. 
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How to cu atomize - The first time you enter the customize screen (by 



pressing the "B" button) it will show the following: "when youl clickl on 
twordij ", The preset Discis defeiult h a pronunciation of the word. To the 
right of the screen is a list of "Choices" which, in this case, will show 
Pronunciation, Syllables, Ejcplanalion, and E^^panol Moving "Espafior' 
into the sequence will give you a Spanish pronunciation of any word or 
picture element. 

To add »n item - To add one of the choices from the right of the screen 
to the sequence on the left just 5;elect the choice with the "A'' button. 



Keep ihe "A" button held down while you are dragging the choice across 
to the sequence using the arrow buttons. Release the "A" button once you 
have positioned the choice in the sequence. Multiples of the same item 
can appear in the iyequeiice. 

To cliange th^ sequence order - Select a sequence item with the "A" 
button then drag and release it into a new position in the same way as 
above. 

To remove an item from the sequence - Select the item and drag it 
outside the box area cind release. 

To modify another setting - For example, to change what happens 



"when yon [press and hold] on sentence speaker s;| " use the arrow buttons to 
position your pointer at the click-action box and use the "A" button to 
move to the next click action (ie. from single click to double-click to press 
and hold). Do the same thing to change from words to sentence speakers 
at the next box. You will now see the i^equence of events for a pre.'^s and 
hold on a sentence speaker. Follow the same steps as above to add items, 
remove items or change the order of the sequence. 

Pau<;e Facility - A panse can be inserted between each sequence item. To 
alter the length of this^ pause (between 0-4 sees) select "Pause" within the 
sequence using the "A" button and the Pause box at the bottom left of the 
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screen will become active. Use the "A" buttan to click on the up/down 
arrows to increase/decrease the length of the pause. 

Phrased Keaciing - This reading is a slower narration (press and hold on 
a sentence speaker under Disci s Defaults). A pause of up to 4 seconds 
can be inserted between the phrases in this slower narration. To alter the 
pause duration select 'Phrased Reading" within the sequence using the 
"A' button. The Pause box at the bottom left of the screen will become 
active. Use the "A" button to click on the up/down arrows to 
increase/decrease the length of the pause. 

Enter Button - Use to save the custom settings and exit the customize 
screen. When you exit the customize screen using the enter button your 
settings will automatically be saved. If you do not wish to save the 
changed settings you can either exit via the "B" button or click "cancel " to 
revert to the original pre-changcd settings, or click "Oops ' to reset the 
sellings to the Disc is Defaults, 

Forward & Reverse Buttons - To turn pages you can use either the 
forward or reverse buttons, or you can click on left and right page comers 
(using the click action you have preset within the customize screen or the 
Discis Default of a double -click), A quick method of going to a spec i tic 
page is to drag the black triangle located to the right of the book up or 
down. 
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Stop Button - Use to stop the Disc is Book from continuing in its current 
mode. If the book is reading, but you want to stop to open the custorrsi^e 
menu or click on words and pictures, use the stop button to h^ilt the 
reading. It is possible to lemporarily interrupt a reading simply by 
clicking on a word or picture element. Once the information has been 
given on that word or object the reading will automatically resume. 

Play/Pa iiS€ Button - This button will perform the same action as a single 
click on a sentence speaker, according lo the Discis Defaults this is "read 
rest of book". If you have stopped the reading and now press the play 
button, the Disc is Book will resume reading at the first sentence speaker 
on the present page. If there is no sentence speaker on the present page 
then the book will resume reading at the next sentence speaker. 

On the CDTV Unit 

Eject Button - Use to close the Disci s Book and eject the CD-ROM 
caddy from the CDTV player.
